The  school  operated  until  December  of  1956  with  an  average  attendance 
of  four  children  per  weekc  The  program  had  to  be  changed  because  only 
one  child  remained  for  the  new  school  term.  The  plan  was  reorganised 
with  a new  format  by  the  University*  the  Junior  League  and  is  now 
known  as  the  Center  for  the  Development  of  Blind  Children » The  program 
was  considered  very  successful.:.  A s a result  of  the  training  and  services,, 
several  children  were  placed  in  Kindergarten  in  public  schools*  sighted 
nursery  schools  and  Percy  Hughes  sight  saving  claeso  Others  were  screened 
and  referred  to  other  agencies  for  necessary  care, 

HEW  SERVICES 

A hobby  ola SB  was  developed  under  the  direction  of  a volunteer  chairman 
and  assistants  from  the  Junior  League#  A class  for  men  meets  each  Wednes- 
day morning  with  an  afternoon  class  for  the  ladies# 


A new  part  time  stenographer  was  increased  from  one  da#  to  an  extra  two 
half  days  - a total  of  two  days  a week#
